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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 ,2 and 5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dickens et al (5,825,598). 

Regarding claim 1 , Dickens et al disclose an electrical coil module of planar type 
preferably manufactured by means of printed circuit techniques on a generally flat 
substrate (10), characterized in that: 

a first layout (100) of conducting material constituting a first electrical - 
conductor having an input terminal (L1 ), is arranged on one side of said 
substrate (10); 

a second layout (20) of conducting material constituting a second 
electrical conductor having an output terminal (20b), is arranged on the 
opposite side of said substrate; 

said first and second conductors are connected by means an electrical 
connection (16a) through the substrate, so that an electrical voltage 
connected between the input and output terminals of the coil module will 
drive a current from one terminal through the conductor on one side of the

substrate via connection (22) through the substrate and the conductor on 
the other side of the substrate to the other terminal (figure 1b). 

Regarding claim 2, Dickens et al disclose the first module (18a) is provided with a 
layout of conducting material which is a mirrored version of the layout of the conducting 
material of one side of the second module (18b), the other side of the first module is 
provided with a layout of conducting material which is a mirrored version of the layout of 
the conducting material of the other side of the second module (figure 1b). 

Regarding claim 5, Dickens et al disclose at least one pair of modules (18a 
&18b) said modules are superimposed without intermediate to isolation element (figure 
1b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3,4 and 6-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

With respect to claim 3, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach the 
limitation of an electrical coil comprising at least two coil modules wherein, the modules 
are superimposed and clamped together to create a flat coil in which the respective coil 
modules are electrically connected in parallel.
